PARIS — A bomb exploded on a 
commuter train in a station in the 
heart of Paris during the evening rush 
hour Tuesday, killing at least two 
people and seriously injuring 35. 

Police said there was no immediate 
claim of responsibility for the blast on 
the edge of the city’s famed Latin 
Quarter. French television said the 
bomb was made from a gas canister 
similar to those used in the 1995 wave 
of bombings claimed by Algerian mil- 
itants. 

Officials said the explosion occurred 
at 6:05 p.m. at the Port-Royal station, 
on the RER regional line used by 
thousands of commuters in and out of 
the French capital. 

It detonated just as the train was 
pulling into the station, where the 
platform is partially above-ground. 
French radio said two people were 
killed instantly, but that more might 
have died had the entire station been 
underground, concentrating the force 
of the blast. 

Besides those who were seriously 
hurt, police at the scene told The 
Associated Press that 50 others suf- 
fered minor injuries. 

A witness told France Info radio she 
heard a large boom when the blast 
went off and smelled something like 
gunsmoke right away. “There was a 
sort of detonation and a strong odor 
like on a firing range,” she said. 

A few minutes later, the wail of 
ambulances filled the area around the 
station between the Boulevard St. 
Michel and the Boulevard

Algerian 
Islamic extremists claimed responsi- 
bility for most of the bombings, 
which involved gas canisters packed 
with nails, nuts and bolts. 

Interior Minister Jean-Louis Debre 
said France was tightening its borders 
as a precaution, and train stations and 
airports across France were on alert. 

Tuesday’s blast was about a half- 
mile from the worst of the bombings, 
a July 25, 1995, explosion at the St. 
Michel station that killed eight people 
and wounded 84.

MCI said it plans to intensify its drive into local 
markets, boosting spending for marketing and, 
with the help of British Telecom’s deep pockets, 
possibly lowering rates to woo customers. 

MCI also hopes to offer more volume discounts 
to businesses that buy its all-in-one communica- 
tions, which combine local, long-distance, mobile 
phone and other services in one contract. 

The companies also told the FCC that the British 
telecommunications market is open to competition, 
an important consideration for the agency in decid- 
ing whether to grant approval. 

Competitors disagree about the extent of compe- 


tition in Britain. 

AT&T and other rivals contend the merger would 
hurt competition and reduce customer choice. 

It is also drawing protests from cable companies 
that expect to compete against MCI in the direct 
broadcast satellite business, in which television 
and other services are delivered via high-powered 
satellites. 

The FCC must decide whether the merger would 
benefit consumers to such an extent that it should 
grant a waiver of federal rules restricting foreign 
ownership of a U.S. telephone company. 

British Telecom already owns 20 percent of 
MCI, an amount below federal foreign ownership 
restrictions. 

The deal would create a company with an annual 
revenue of $42 billion and 43 million business and 
residential customers in 72 countries.

Witnesses said Tuesday’s scene was 
one of panic, of thick black smoke, 
the chilling sound of ambulances, and 
paramedics frantically carrying away 
the thrashing wounded on stretchers. 

“People were crying and in a state 
of shock,” said a man who gave his 
name only as Jean-Francois. 

Police sealed off the neighborhood. 

The first ambulances were on the 
scene within two minutes, a witness 
said. The wounded were rushed to a 
nearby military hospital specializing 
in trauma victims. 

Smoke could be smelled blocks 
away from the station. Dozens of 
ambulances, fire trucks and at least 30 
buses carrying silver-helmeted riot 
police surrounded the station. An 
anti-terrorist squad was on the scene. 

An emergency medical station was

Britain’s U.N. ambassador, John 
Weston, said the recommendation 
by the president of 
the Organization 
of African Unity, 
Paul Biya, would 
speed up the 
selection process. 
Weston said he 
expected the 
Africans to submit 
new names to the 
Security Council 
soon. 

After meeting all 
morning, African 
ambassadors said 
no new names would be put forward 
now and they were standing behind 
the 74-year-old Egyptian diplomat. 

“All reports about abandoning 
Boutros-Ghali are rubbish,” James 
Jonah, ambassador for Sierra Leone, 
told reporters. “He is still main- 
tained by the African group.” 

Boutros-Ghali’s five-year term 
ends Dec. 31. 

The recommendation by Biya, 
who is the president of Cameroon, 
appeared to have broken the stand- 
off which developed after the 
United States cast the lone negative 
vote against Boutros-Ghali in the 
council Nov. 19. 

In a letter to fellow African lead- 
ers, Biya said it was time for 
African states to submit “other can- 
didates” along with Boutros-Ghali 
in an effort to keep an African in the 
top post.

Chevreuse. The subway car was a 
burned-out hulk of wreckage, its 
doors blown off by the force of the 
blast. 

President Jacques Chirac con- 
demned what he called “these unac- 
ceptable acts, these barbaric acts that 
always attack innocent people.” 

“The government and I are deter- 
mined to fight dgainst terrorism in all 
its forms. Nothing will be neglected,” 
Chirac said outside the presidential 
Elysee Palace. 

Chirac had been meeting with 
German Chancellor Helmut Kohl at 
the time of the blast, and the pair 
abruptly canceled.a joint appearance.

14-year-old 

to be tried as 
adult in death 
of elderly man

OGDEN — A _ 14-year-old 
Washington Terrace girl has been 
ordered to stand trial as an adult and 
could face the death penalty for the 
July slaying of an elderly North 
Ogden man. 

Aletha Austin has been booked into 
the Weber County Jail after 2nd 
District Juvenile Judge Mark Andrus 
ruled Nov. 29 the circumstances of 
the crime and Austin’s role in it justi- 
fied her removal from juvenile court. 

Austin, her 16-year-old brother, 
Robert, and a friend, Michael Munson 
Jr., 24, are accused in the slaying of 
Edward John Anderson, which police 
say occurred during a burglary. The 
67-year-old Anderson was stabbed to 
death and his wife, Wanda Lorraine 
Anderson, 72, was left bleeding and 
unconscious on the floor. 

Munson is Wanda Anderson’s 
grandson from a previous marriage. 
All three suspects were arrested with- 
in two days of the July 25 slaying: 

Robert Austin’s and Munson’s trials 
are set for March. All three are 
charged with aggravated murder, a 
capital crime, attempted aggravated 
murder and aggravated burglary. 

Aletha Austin was arraigned 
Monday in 2nd District Court before 
Judge Stanton Taylor. Her case has 
been transferred to Judge Pamela 
Heffernan, who is handling the other 
two suspects’ cases. 

Aletha Austin’s certification hearing 
was held behind closed doors and 
Andrus has not issued a written deci- 
sion setting forth his reasons for send- 
ing the girl into the adult system. 
Certification of a juvenile as an adult 
can be based on any of 10 different 
factors.

“IT would suggest that the court mis- 
try this case and, unfortunately, start 
all over again,” Baker said. 

Petrocelli argued that Baker himself 
created the problem by telling jurors 
in his opening statement that Simpson 
had offered to take a polygraph test 
but was turned down by authorities. 

Petrocelli said Baker, in legal terms, 
“opened the door” for testimony 
about the test Simpson took. 

The judge agreed and then said, 
“Mr. Baker, you slipped that in, and 
Mr. Petrocelli took advantage of it.” 

“You can have your opinion, judge, 
and obviously the Court of Appeal 
will have the last word,” Baker shot 
back, alluding to the prospect of ask- 
ing a higher court, the state 2nd 
District Court of Appeal, for a new 
trial.

Websites and homepages directed at 
LDS individuals are growing as more 
information becomes available about 
the Internet — and now there is an 
easier way to find them. 

Kent Larsen, a member of the 
Manhattan 6th Branch in New York 
City, recently began a new LDS- 
Internet source using a magazine for- 
mat to distribute information about 
LDS websites, e-mail discussion lists, 
available newsgroups and IRC chan- 
nels. 


Today: The Church on the Net 


“Mormon-index is an e-mail mes- 
sage that anyone can get,” said Kent 
S. Larsen, founder of Mormon-index 
from New York. “It is a place where 
you can read about new or changed 
sources on the Internet. For example, 
I recently put a (World Wide Web) 
page on my server that covers the his- 
tory of the church in New York City. I 
have announced this page on 
Mormon-index. Everyone that is sub- 
scribed to Mormon-index now knows 
that it exists.” 

This service will allow individuals 
to know what LDS sites are available. 

“Hopefully, others will use this 
information in their own webpages,” 
Larsen said. “For example, Dave 
Crockett has a very good site on 
church history. I suspect he will put a 
link on his pages to the site on the his- 
tory of the church in New York City. 
Without Mormon-index, Dave may 
not have known that this site even 
existed.” 

“Mormon-index is a weekly list of 
queries, responses, announcements 


and information on Mormon 
resources on the Internet,” Larsen 
said. 


Mormon-index also allows individu- 
als to place queries about specific 
questions regarding the church, infor- 
mation searches on specific topics and 
other queries. These queries can be 
answered in the response section of 
Mormon-index. 

Announcements of e-mail addresses 
include a variety of interesting topics. 
These give a brief description of the 
mailing list and announce the address. 
Examples of these are the New Jersey 
Scouting Mailing List and Seminary 
Mailing List for CES Directors and 
Teachers. 

Newsgroup announcements follow 
the same format. Several interesting 
addresses under this topic include: 
LDSWorld, Homepage fuer deutsch- 
prachigen Mitglieder der Kirche, 
Links to LDS church resources in for- 
eign languages, a list of links to mis- 
sion homepages, The Wadsworth 
Ohio Branch Primary Homepage and 
Jim Radford’s index of Church graph- 
ics and clip art. 

Rising technology has brought a 
surge of available information on the 
Internet and Latter-day Saints are tak- 
ing advantage of it. 

“Mormon-index will be the best sin- 
gle resource for keeping up-to-date 
with what Mormon information is 
available on the Internet,” Larsen said. 
“When someone announces a‘ page 
related to your site, you’ll want to 
know.”

They would like to be able to build new churches, 
have access to radio and television, perhaps eventu- 
ally to reopen schools. 

Castro called his meeting in Rome last month with 
Pope John Paul II “a miracle,’ and few would dis- 
pute it. 

Though Castro was educated in Jesuit schools, his 
government clashed often with the church in the 
first years after the 1959 revolution. Most of Cuba’s 
priests at the time were Spaniards, many of whom 
sympathized with the fascist regime of Francisco 
Franco.

ligent eternal choices,” Rowe said. 

Rowe has spent years researching 
individual genetic predisposition for 
obesity because of metabolic rate. 

“Examine yourselves, discover your 
individual spiritual vulnerabilities and 
learn to avoid them. Consult your 
spiritual physician, take advantage of 
the healing of the Atonement avail- 
able to you,” Rowe said. 

He said that great blessings would 
come to those who work toward 
reducing their vulnerabilities and 
weaknesses. 

“We came into mortality both with 
some significant talents and godlike 
attributes, but also with some that are 
less than completed. They therefore 
become vulnerabilities, susceptibili- 
ties to certain spiritual illnesses,” 
Rowe said. 

Rowe asked students to remember 
the importance of being godlike as 
they develop their individuality and 
he cautioned students to be moderate 
in their desires to be individuals. 

“Some have an inclination to equate 
extreme individualism with refined 
individual qualities. An extreme and

1982 was the last time BYU opened 
up this bad. 

Actually, it was 1993 when the 
men’s basketball team last started 0-3. 
But this team doesn’t compare to the 
1993 team, at least not yet. 

BYU travels to play the Weber State 
Wildcats tonight at the Dee Events 
Center in Ogden. The Wildcats are 
coming off of a 101-91 loss at the 
University of Nevada-Reno Nov. 30, 
while the Cougars are coming off of 
an 80-58 loss at home to Pacific. It is 
time the Cougars turned it around. 

“We saw some improvement with 
one of our main goals to take care of 
the ball,” said coach Roger Reid, who 
played his collegiate ball at Weber. 
“We went from 30 turnovers to 11. 
Our goal is always to be under 12 
turnovers.” 

That goal is a good one for the 
novice Cougars. Reid’s bunch has 
avefaged 19.3 give-aways in its first 
three contests. Reid’s early instruction

hasbeen echoed every game. “You 
canié turn the ball over and win ball 
gantes.”

“We played great pressure defense,”

Southeastern Conference commis- 
sioner Roy Kramer, who heads the 
alliance, released the at-large list. 

Notre Dame’s hopes for making it 
ended Saturday with a 27-20 overtime 
loss to Southern California, dropping 
the Irish (8-3) to No. 18. 

The other four berths in the alliance 
of the Sugar, Fiesta and Orange bowls 
are the champions of the ACC, Big 
12, Big East and SEC. 

Top-ranked Florida State (ACC win- 
ner) will play in the Sugar Bowl, 
while No. 11 Virginia Tech (10-1) will 
play in either the Orange or Fiesta 
bowls as the Big East winner. 

On Saturday, No. 3 Nebraska plays 
Texas for the Big 12 title and No. 4 
Florida faces No. 15 Alabama for the 
SEC title. Also, BYU (12-1) plays 
No. 20 Wyoming in the WAC title 
Saturday in a bid to earn an alliance 
bowl bid. 

The final bowl selections will be 
announced Sunday at 5:30 p.m. EST. 

Copper Bowl officials have yet to 
answer a crucial question: If not the 
Fighting Irish, then who? 

On Monday, Notre Dame athletic 
director Mike Wadsworth turned 
down both the Copper Bowl and the 
Independence Bowl. 

“He was very cordial and very can- 
did,” said Copper Bowl president 
Harold Gibson. “He said their posi- 
tion is they only play in bowls in 
hopes of moving up in the rankings, 
particularly within the Top 10, and 
that (their decision) is driven by the 
Opponent.” 

Gibson pointed out that the Copper 
Bowl probably wiil pair Wisconsin, 
Michigan State or Oregon with Utah, 
and that Brigham Young would 
replace Utah if BYU is upset by 
Wyoming in the Western Athletic 
Conference championship Saturday at 
Las Vegas. Including a WAC team is a 
given.

Fiesta Bowl officials had said they 
would take the Irish if they qualified 
for the alliance, but Notre Dame’s 
overtime loss to Southern California 
meant they did not. 

Earlier, Copper Bowl officials said, 
Notre Dame had expressed interest in 
preliminary discussion. Since then, 
Wadsworth has said the Irish were 
being more stringent than normal 
because of the transition created by 
coach Lou Holtz’s decision to leave. 

Meanwhile, the Copper Bowl bid is 
complicated by uncertain prospects 
among its favorite teams and other 
bowls. 

As of now, officials said, the most 
likely scenario has Penn State joining 
the bowl alliance (Sugar, Fiesta and 
Orange bowls), Michigan at the 
Outback Bowl, Iowa at the Alamo 
Bowl and Michigan State at the Sun

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Ditka’s advice to Shanahan: 
‘Go.all out’ at end of season

Mike Ditka, the last NFL coach to 
be in Mike Shanahan’s position, has 
some perspective on how the Denver 
Broncos should play their three mean- 
ingless regular-season games: Go all 
out. 

“T think the worst thing you can do 
is rest people,” said Ditka, whose 
1985 Chicago Bears clinched home- 
field advantage in the playoffs with 
three games left, just as the Broncos 
did last Sunday. 

The Bears, who finished 15-1 and 
went on to beat New England 46-10 
in the Super Bowl, were the only 
other team in the Super Bowl era to 
clinch the best conference record this 
early. 

Chicago went on to win its final 
three games after the clinching game, 
which ironically came the week of its 
only loss — a 38-24 defeat in Miami. 
The Dolphins were motivated by the 
prospect of keeping the 1972 Miami 
team the only one to go through a sea- 
son unbeaten. 

Still, the Bears used all their impor- 
tant players down the stretch. Walter 
Payton carried 26 times in a 17-10 
win over Indianapolis. He ran 28 
times in a 19-6 victory over the New 
York Jets and a mere 17 in a 37-17 
win over Detroit in the season finale. 

Ditka isn’t exactly telling Shanahan 
how to coach. But he suggests the 
Denver coach leave it up to John 
Elway, who has a sore hamstring, 
whether to start at quarterback against 
Green Bay on Sunday and in the final 
two games against Oakland and San 
Diego. 

“You don’t play people who are 
injured,” he said. “We had no choice 
but to rest Jim McMahon. But I 
believe in playing all out. Buffalo is 
the worst example. They’ve rested 
their best guys after they’ve clinched 
and they’ve lost four Super Bowls.” 

Not that the Bears didn’t relax a bit. 

On the Friday after they clinched 
home field in 1985, they taped the 
“Super Bowl Shuffle,” the rap video 
impossible to avoid during their run to 
victory. 

“T remember the day before the 
game that they were playing it in the 
locker room — the audio, not the 
video, which we didn’t have yet,” said 
Bryan Harlan, the team’s public rela- 
tions director. 

“Some of the guys, like Dan 
Hampton, hated it, but most of them

were having a great time.” 

Said Ditka: “Did they do that? They 
must have had earphones on. I was a 
loose coach, but not that loose.” 

Actually the Bears didn’t play par- 
ticularly well that week, beating an 
Indianapolis team that finished 5-11 
that year by just seven points after 
being tied 3-3 at halftime? But Payton 
gained 111 yards and one of the best 
defenses in NFL history did the rest. 

The Bears played more efficiently in 
their last two regular-season games 
and it carried over into the playoffs. 
They didn’t allow a point in their two 
NFC playoff games, shutting out the 
Giants 21-0 and the Rams 24-0 at 
Soldier Field. 

Then they went on to trounce the 
Patriots in New Orleans, site of this 
season’s Super Bowl. 

“This is-a little different because 
they’re playing teams that have some- 
thing at stake — Green Bay wants 
home field in the NFC,” Ditka said. 
“But we didn’t call the dogs off and I 
don’t think Mike Shanahan will do 
that either. I hope he gets the same 
result we had.”

Nerve transplant 
may help teen 
regain sensation 
in mauled leg

ST. LOUIS — An Arizona teen- 
ager’s hope for regaining relatively 
normal use of her right leg rests with 
an experimental operation performed 
only six times before. 

Surgery began at 7:30 a.m. Central 
time Tuesday at Barnes-Jewish 
Hospital for the rare nerve transplant 
on Anna Knochel, 16, of Tucson, 
Ariz. Her leg was seriously damaged 
when she was mauled by a bear last 
summer. 

Mary Carollo, a spokeswoman for 
the Washington University School of 
Medicine, said Knochel’s injury was 
extensive and the sciatic nerve trans- 
plant operation was expected to be 
lengthy — perhaps up to 14 hours. 

Her surgeon, Dr. Susan Mackinnon, 
chief of plastic and reconstructive 
surgery at Washington University 
School of Medicine, is the only doctor 
in the nation performing the intricate 
procedure. 

“She’ll be sewing these things that 
look like cooked spaghetti,” Carollo 
said Monday. 

In each of a half-dozen previous 
cases, Dr. Mackinnon has implanted 
an unneeded nerve from the patient’s 
own leg first, then has gone on to use 
a donor nerve, Carollo said. 

“She has always used the donor 
nerve as backup and has always need- 
ed it,” she said. 

The surgery involves transplanting 
18 inches of sciatic nerve in the back 
of Knochel’s right thigh. It will be 
intertwined or woven with her own 
severed nerve to help it regenerate. 

The transplanted nerve will act as a 
trellis, or a neural bridge, for her own 
nerve to grow across and reconnect. It 
is expected to regenerate at a rate of 
about one inch a month, Carollo said. 

It will take up to two years to see 
whether the surgery was successful in 
restoring sensation, she said. 

“Tt’s not a case where the nerve will 
be transplanted and she’ll tap dance 
out of the hospital,” said family 
spokesman Alexander O’Meara. 

The operation was scrubbed a week 
ago because a donated nerve from a 
54-year-old heart attack victim proved 
unsuitable, and Knochel returned to 
Tucson. 

A sciatic nerve from the first of two 
new compatible donors was harvested 
Noy. 25, and her family received word 
the next day that it was compatible, 
O’Meara said. A second donor’s 
nerve became available Nov. 27. 

“It wasn’t actually until Friday or 
Saturday that the family was comfort- 
able that this was really going to hap- 
pen,’ O’Meara said. 

Knochel and her mother flew back 
to St. Louis on Sunday. 

Her nerve was severed July 25 when 
a 340-pound black bear attacked her 
as she slept in a tent. She was on a 4- 
H camping trip on Mount Lemmon, 
northeast of ‘Tucson.

Ogden Head Start needs 
restart, review team says

OGDEN — Ogden’s Head Start 
program is riddled with mismanage- 
ment, a federal review team conclud- 
ed in a report that puts nearly $1.5 
million in federal funding in jeopardy. 

A review team with the 
Administration for Children and 
Families claims that the Ogden Area 
Community Action Agency and its 
Head Start program have mishandled 
money and that its director, H.C. 
Massey, has almost dictatorial control 
of the agency. 

The review team recommended that 
Massey no longer be involved in the 
day-to-day administration of the Head 
Start program. 

Head Start and OACAA will'be 
given 30 days to come up with a plan 
to correct the problems highlighted in 
the report released last week by the 
U.S. Department of Health and 
Human Services. 

If Head Start does not correct defi- 
ciencies 90 days after it submits an 
approved action plan, it could lose 
$1,459,292 in federal funds, or about 
80 percent of its operating budget. 
Ogden Head Start aids 376 low- 
income children with preschool edu- 
cational programs. 

The 31l-page report says that 
OACAA has not complied with feder- 
al guidelines in administering grants, 
cash advances and in making sure all 
the agency’s funds are used properly. 

The report said that the OACAA 
board of directors has allowed 
Massey, who has headed the agency 
for 26 years, to dominate the Head 
Start program. Massey’s practices as 
head of Head Start, the report said, 
“are. controlling and restrictive and 
(do) not reflect the philosophy of 
Head Start.”

41 residents of Texas town 
share $46.7 million jackpot

ROBY, Texas — Don’t expect to see 
exotic sports cars zipping into the 
gravel parking lot at the cotton gin 
even if 7 percent of this town’s people 
are on their way to becoming million- 
aires. 

The 41 Roby residents and two more 
from nearby Sweetwater who will 
share a $46.7 million lottery jackpot 
are happy just to be solvent. 

“Some of these people didn’t know 
if they’d be able to farm again next 
year,” said Peggy Dickson, bookkeep- 
er at the Terry Gin and organizer of 
the spur-of-the-moment lottery pool. 

Many of the shareholders have 
debts. Four straight below-average 
cotton crops and abysmal cattle prices 
have depressed Roby, a town of 600, 
and scores of Texas towns like it this 
decade. 

“I’ve seen two new pickups around 
town,” said Rex Beauchamp, who 
plans to dedicate part of his bounty 
toward the Circle D convenience store 
he opened last summer. “And once we 
get all the paperwork done, I’ll proba- 
bly buy one myself.” 

Many winners may wait to splurge. 
Each will receive about $37,500 a 
year after taxes, meaning they don’t 
plan to quit their day jobs. 

Beauchamp doesn’t see an end to his 
seven-day weeks behind his store 
counter. 

He does see the note on his 4- 
month-old business disappearing. 

“Tt’s really better the way it worked 

ut,” Beauchamp said as he rang up a 
customer’s root beer. “Nobody really 


is rich here. Just well off.” 

Roby is a pocket of homes and trees 
amid a vast landscape of pasture and 
cropland about 180 miles west of 
Dallas. Terry Gin is catty-corner to 
one of its four blinking stoplights. 

Mrs. Dickson decided the morning 
of Nov. 26 to create a lottery pool in 
anticipation of the state’s second- 
largest jackpot. She and her 41 com- 
patriots bought 420 tickets from 
Jimmy Carson, owner of Longhorn 
Liquor Store in Sweetwater. 

Carson chipped in $10 plus 20 extra 
tickets for good luck, giving the group 
450 chances — out of 22.47 million 
tickets sold — to win the drawing the 
night of Nov. 27. They only needed 
one. 

The lottery’s computer randomly 
chose the lucky numbers: 13, 20, 21, 
24, 41 and 45. 

The winners plan to get their legal 
affairs in order before traveling to 
Austin in a few weeks to collect, Mrs. 
Dickson said. 

“These are hard-working people 
with tractors, land and equipment to 
pay off,” said financial planner in 
nearby Snayder whose wife is related 
to 21 of the winners. “It will take the 
first year or two to get back up on 
their feet. But now they can plan to 
have paid college educations for the 
younger people, and the others can 
take care of their retirement over the 
next 20 years.” 

Mayor Cecil King, longtime presi- 
dent of the local First National Bank, 
estimates the average Roby resident’s 
income will jump from $20,000 to 
$41,000.

SALT LAKE CITY — The nation’s 
Christmas tree cut from a Utah forest 
last month has made its way to the 
U.S. Capitol after a two-week trek 
across the country. 

The Engelmann spruce was paraded 
through Washington, D.C., on 
Monday with a full police escort and 
was welcomed by dignitaries. 

“How can you help but be excited, 
having the national Christmas 
tree from your own state?” 
said Sen. Bob Bennett, R-

“It’s about 100 years old.

Holiday shoppers pulled out 
their wallets over the 
Thanksgiving weekend, eager to 
get a head start on a shorter 
Christmas shopping season and 
spending more freely than they 
did a year ago. 

Shoppers packed the nation’s 
stores and malis, and not just to 
browse. Mall revenues for Friday 
were up |1 percent from the same 
day last year. 

Sales paid by personal check 
rose 3.6 percent for the day, said 
TeleCheck Services Inc., a check 
approval service. Several retailers 
proclaimed it their best 
Thanksgiving weekend ever. 

“There is a real mission out 
there by shoppers to get their pur- 
chases done,” said Ed Carroll, 
executive vice president of mar- 
keting at Carson Pirie Scott 
department stores. 

“A couple weekends ago, there 
were lots of people in the stores, 
but not a lot of buying,” he said. 
“Now they’re realizing there are 
only 24 days until Christmas.” 

Merchants also said the early 
start of the Jewish holiday of 
Hannukah, which begins at sun- 
down on Thursday, got shoppers 
into stores this weekend to pick 
up last-minute gifts. 

Last year, a shaky economy and 
low consumer confidence left 
retailers with dismal holiday 
sales, which historically have 
accounted for about half of stores’ 
annual sales and profits. 

A rebounding economy has 
retailers more upbeat this year, 
even though there are five fewer 
days to shop _ between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas. 

“What we’ve seen indicates this 
has been an extremely good 
weekend,” said Tracy Mullin, 
president of the National Retail 
Federation, a Washington-based 
trade group. “You never know 
how the season is going to pan out 
until it is over.” 

Clothing was a top seller, and 
apparel sales boosted J.C. 
Penney’s sales last weekend, 
spokesman Duncan Muir said. 

Toys, jewelry, perfume and cos- 
metics also sold well. So did elec- 
tronics, furnishings and tools. 

That was good news for Sears, 
Roebuck and Co., which had brisk 
sales of tools, computers, men’s 
and children’s clothing and shoes. 

“We had our best Thanksgiving 
weekend ever,” said John 
Costello, senior executive vice 
president at Sears. 

Pier One Imports Inc. had dou- 
ble-digit sales gains over last year. 

Dayton Hudson’s department 
stores, which includes Dayton’s, 
Hudson’s and Marshall Field’s, 
saw business a little slower than 
last year, spokeswoman Susan 
Eich said. She attributed the 
decline to a reduction in sales pro- 
motions from a year ago. 

Still, many weekend shoppers 
like Mark Goldstein left stores 
with bags stuffed full of gifts as 
well as items for themselves. 

“T’ve watched my wallet the last 
few and now I feel like I can 
spend a little this year on gifts — 
and myself, of course,” he said.

PHOENIX — During the blistering 
summer, there’s hardly ever a wait for 
a table at The Crossing, one of 
Yuma’s most popular restaurants. 

It’s a different story come late fall 
and winter when Yuma, population 
64,000, more than doubles in size. 

“This time of year you need a reser- 
vation every night or else it’s a 20- or 
30-minute wait,” said Cindy Craig, 
who runs The Crossing, renowned for 
its $10.95 prime rib, with her husband 
Todd. “Our business doubles.”

“We think we have a problem that 
needs addressing,” said Gordon B. 
Lindsay, an associate professor of 
health education. He said four deaths 
a year related to dozing and driving 
incidents is too much. 

“It’s a leading cause of death for 
BYU students and many students are 
injured every year as a result of doz- 
ing,’ Lindsay said in a news release. 

Steve Sarkisian, BYU’s quarterback, 
is the official spokesman for the “You 
Snooze, You Lose” campaign. He will 
appear in a public service announce- 
ment that will be shown in classroom 
presentations, placed on the Internet 
and distributed to Cougar Cable and 
KBYU-TY, a news release said. 

Last week, 37,000 letters were sent 
to the parents of BYU students to help 
them be aware of the problem, said 
Mindy Mangum, a secretary in the 
administration offices at the 
McDonald Health Center. 

“I hope parents are paying atten- 
tion,’ Mangum said. She said 
responses have already been received 
about the letters. “Parents are glad 
about it.” 

The letters give parents suggestions 
for students who may be driving 
home for the holidays. BYU would 
like parents to talk with their children 
about their travel plans.

Dou't be Suocozta' 
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Studies of accidents reveal 
dozing drivers are common

Jared Snider and three of his friends 
decided to drive 36 hours to be home 
for the Christmas holiday. 

Snider, a sophomore from London, 
Ky., majoring in animal sciences, was 
driving around 5:30 a.m. The two pas- 
sengers in the back seat were asleep, 
but the one up front was awake to 
keep Snider company. 

Snider’s head fell forward, and he 
was asleep for about 10 seconds when 
his friend shook him. 

“Falling asleep at the wheel is one 
of the most significant, unaddressed 
problems on our highways. It plays a 
key role in 200,000 vehicular acci- 
dents and about three percent of 
vehicular deaths each year,” said 
Mandy Matson’s 1994 article in 
Reader’s Digest. 

A survey of 300 BYU students was 
conducted by Gordon Lindsay, an 
associate professor in the Department 
of Health Education, and Richard 
Hurley, an associate professor of 
health sciences. 

“The survey found that 33 percent of 


BYU students have experienced an 
incident where they admit to having 
fallen asleep at the wheel, even 
momentarily,” said a news release. 

Lindsay and Hurley’s survey stated 
the purpose of the trip when the inci- 
dent happened. Twenty-six percent of 
the incidents occurred while students 
were going home for break. 

David Dinges, a biological psychol- 
ogist, gave some suggestions for safe 
driving in Matson’s article. “Get plen- 
ty of sleep. Take breaks. Stay alert. 
Don’t get too comfortable. Don’t 
drink. Stop driving,” he said. 

“The effects of caffeine are short- 
lived and won’t help you on a long 
trip,” said Walt Hanks, a student 
researcher in the Department of 
Health Sciences. 

“The best strategy is to get a good 
night’s sleep and not to drive at 
night,’ Hanks said.

“The Christmas tree has 
gone through a long 
process of development 
rich in many legends,” 
said David Robson, 
extension educator of 
horticulture for the 
Springfield Extension 
Center. 

Origins of the 
Christmas tree 
can be traced 
back before 
Christianity. 
Ancient 
Egyptians 
brought 
green palm 
leaves into 
their homes to 
symbolize life’s triumph over 
death. The Roman Feast of 
Saturn involved raising an ever- 
green bough. 
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Centuries ago in Great Britain, 
woods priests, called Druids, used 
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evergreens during winter solstice ritu- 
als. The Druids used holly and mistle- 
toe as symbols of eternal life and 
placed evergreen branches over doors 
to keep away evil spirits. 
The evergreen signified hope for the 
coming of spring for Germans 
and Scandinavians in the 
- late Middle Ages. 

The varying beliefs 
¢ and legends surround- 
“=*® ing the evergreen com- 
bined to create the 
te modern day Christmas 
tree. 


According to leg- 
end, Martin Luther began 
the tradition of decorating 
trees for Christmas. 

On a crisp 
Christmas Eve around 
the year A.D. 1500, 

Luther _ strolled 
about the snow- 
covered woods 
surrounding his 
home. A patch 
of evergreens 
dusted with 
glittering 
snow 
Struck 
Luther so 
he brought a 
fir tree into his 
home to show his children. 
Luther decorated the tree 
with candles to imitate the 
moonlit grove and pay homage to 
Christ’s birth. 
The first recorded reference to the 
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Tradition of Christmas tree centuries old 


BIG SAVINGS 
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Christmas tree dates back to the 16th 
century. In Strausberg, Germany, fam- 
ilies both rich and poor decorated fir 
trees with colored paper, sweets and 
fruits. 

The tradition spread throughout 
Europe and was brought to the United 
States during the American 
Revolution. But the custom spread 
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slowly. 

The Puritans banned Christmas in 
New England. As late as 1851, a 
Cleveland minister was nearly fired 
for having a Christmas tree in his 
classroom. It was not until the efforts 
of the enterprising farmer, Mark Carr, 
that the tradition spread throughout 
America.
